Dealers’ Used Car Tire Problem; 


48-Hour Week Order to Affect Auto Plants and Dealers; 
Prospects Improve for Easing of ‘Pleasure’ Ban 


Plans to remove reclaimed-rubber re- 
capping services for passenger tires 
from the rationed list about March 1 
were under consideration by OPA late 
last week. The step is to be taken, 
it is understood, on the recommendation of Rubber Director 
William Jeffers to prolong the life of existing tires. Jeffers 
has assured OPA, it was said, that sufficient supplies of 
reclaimed rubber can be made available. 

If the plan goes through, after March 1 passenger car 
tires may be recapped without previous acquisition of a 
ration certificate as is required at present. However, 
present requirements for periodic tire inspections and 
rationing of tires of all types, including the new “war” 
tire made of reclaimed rubber, will be continued, an OPA 
spokesman said. A motorist will have his tire recapped 
when he believes it is needed and will thus save the carcass. 
The proposed plan, it is thought, should give dealers some 
relief on their present used-car tire problem, by allowing 
them to have these tires recapped without restrictions. 


Reclaimed Recaps 
To Go Off Ration 
List on March 1 


Prospects are improving that the ban 
on Eastern pleasure-driving may 
eased by the first of April, when 
weather conditions have improved and 
heating demands will have tapered off. 
However, it is considered likely that gasoline coupons in 
the 17 Eastern states will have to be kept at their present 
value of three instead of four gallons each. 

Petroleum Industry War Council’s committee on petro- 
leum economics reports that, while petroleum stocks on 
the East Coast are still critically low, increased shipments 
and the driving restrictions have decreased anticipated 
deficiencies to much less than they were a month ago. 
There is still the prospect, however, that the pleasure- 
driving ban may not only be continued in the East but 
also extended nationwide, if the synthetic rubber program 
should bog down. — 


Meanwhile, a more optimistic note 
was injected into the synthetic-rubber 
picture last week by Czar William 
Jeffers who told a Pittsburgh audience 
that, while the government’s rubber 
plant building program is behind schedule, “it’s now moving 
along very nicely.” He said that privately-owned synthetic 
plants already have produced considerable rubber, and 
that the government’s new plants will get in stride by 1944. 
He also declared that, as far as rubber is concerned, 
there is no need now for extension of the East Coast’s 
pleasure-driving ban to other sections of the nation.

WASHINGTON. — Accusing 
U. S. non-military agencies of 
hoarding automobile tires, Fed- 
eral Budget Director Harold D. 
Smith has ordered the OPA 
standard of five tires to a car 
to prevail also in government, 
and predicted that his order 
would put 100,000 tires into a 
Treasury department pool. Gov- 
ernment cars until now have 
had an average of six and a 
half tires, which, Smith said, 
“may be a normal supply in nor- 
mal tires, but it is hoarding in 
times like these.”

What concerns everyone is the necessity for “frozen” 
vehicles—the nation’s only stockpile of new transporta- 
tion—to be protected as adequately as is humanly 
possible, as AUTOMOTIVE NEws and others have pointed 
out from the start. Whether there is no longer a need 
for the rationing of these remaining cars—and the 
resultant storage of them—is irrelevant at the moment. 

The frozen vehicles must be preserved in as good a 
condition as is possible under present conditions. We 
have always believed that the new cars would receive 
much better care if owned by private individuals, 
operated occasionally and stored in private garages. 
But this contention has no bearing at the moment. 

Frozen cars must be properly conserved, and it is up 
to dealers—and WPB if necessary—to see that they are. 


Although formal interpretations were 
still lacking at press time Thursday, 
it nevertheless was evident last week 
that President Roosevelt’s 48-hour- 
week order will affect considerably 
both manufacturers and dealers of the auto industry. 
Most obvious effect will be that on wages, which Wage 
Stabilization Chief Byrnes declared must be held to 
present levels under the “Little Steel” formula. 


Automotive plant employes have, for the most part, 
been working at or near the 48-hour-week minimum now 
ordered, but there will necessarily be adjustments in some 
departments and some plants, where curtailed schedules 
have held down the work-week in recent weeks. Dealer 
employes will be affected, at present, only in the 32 
designated labor-short areas (Bath, Me., Bridgeport, Waterbury, 
Hartford and New Britain, Conn.; Portsmouth, N. H.; Springfield, Mass.; 
Buffalo, N. Y.; Somerville, N. J.; Baltimore and Elkton, Md.; Hampton 
Roads, Va.; Washington, D. C.; Akron and Dayton, O.; Detroit; Manitowoc, 
Wis.; Sterling, Ill.; Macon and Brunswick, Ga.; Charleston, S. C.; Mobile, 
Ala.; Panama City, Fla.; Pascagoula, Miss.; Wichita, Kans.; Beaumont, Tex.;

Pa. License Fee Cut 
Assured by Gov. 


HARRISBURG, Pa. -— Pennsyl- 
vania’s house of representatives 
Wednesday passed finally both bills 
of the Pennsylvania Automotive 
Assn. and the Pennsylvania Motor 
Federation to reduce registration 
fees for passenger cars and half- 
ton pickups in Pennsylvania. 

The measures, which provide for 
a flat $10 license for all automo- 
biles in the state and reduce from 
$25.50 to $16 the annual registra- 
tion fees of half-ton pickups, will 
be approved by the governor after 


Most of W. Va., 
Part of Fla. May 
Get More Gas 


WASHINGTON.—Temporary ex- 
clusion from the East Coast gaso- 
line shortage area of all of the 
State of West Virginia, with the 
exception of the eight easternmost 
counties, has been recommended 
to OPA by the Petroleum Adminis- 
tration for War. The action was 
requested of OPA, it was explained, 
for the reason that supplies of 
motor fuel, and of natural gasoline 
and of condensate which can be 
used in part as motor fuel, in the 
western part of West Virginia, 
presently exceed local requirements. 

Earlier, the PAW had requested 
exclusion from the eastern gaso- 
line shortage area of the corporate 
city of Bristol, Va., and all those 
Florida counties whose eastern 
boundaries lie west of the Apala- 
chicola river. 

Exclusion of the specified Florida 
counties from the eastern area was 
advised because of the peculiar 
geographical position of that sec- 
tion in its relation to the Alabama 
region. Exclusion of the corporate 
city of Bristol, Va.. was recom- 
mended to correct an inequitable 
petroleum marketing situation: 

Bristol, Va., is situated on one 
side of the Tennessee state line: 
Bristol, Tenn., in the less strin- 
gently rationed area, on the other. 
The state line runs down the 
middle of the main street. Because 
of this, service stations on the 
Tennessee side of the street are 
able to give four-gallon value to 
ration coupons compared to the 
three-gallon value that those on 
the Virginia side can give. Obvi- 
ously, this has lead to an inequita- 
ble situation wherein marketers on 
the Virginia side have been de- 
prived of a large part of their 


business.

N.C. Bill Seeks Relief 
On Frozen-Car Taxes 


RALEIGH, N. C.— In order that 
the county tax assessors may have 
the authority to give relief to auto- 
mobile dealers having new motor 
vehicles in their inventory on Jan. 
1, the sale of which is subject to 
priorities, rationing, and _ restric- 
tions by the federal government, 
an enabling act was introduced in 
the Senate last week which will 
authorize the governing bodies of 
the tax assessing units of the 
counties, in their discretion, to as- 
sess these vehicles for taxation at 
a reduced value. 

This bill, known as Senate Bill 
87, was introduced by Senators 
Price, Carlyle, Eagles, Ballentine 
and Blythe, and has been referred 
to the committee on finance. 


Neb. Bill Puts Rails 


Under License Fee 

LINCOLN, Neb. — Senator 
Tony Asimus startled the rail- 
way lobby at the unicameral 
last week by introducing a rail- 
way licensing bill, the proceeds 
to be earmarked for old-age 
assistance. He would require an 
annual license fee of $240 for 
each mile of main line track. 

Senator Asimus claims there 
are 8,578 miles of railway lines 
in the state, subject to the tax. 
This would bring in $2,058,720 
annually as compared with the 
$2,335,647 derived from the gaso- 
line tax in 1942. 


they pass the Senate, Gov. Edward 
Martin announced. 

Their passage in the Senate is 
assured because of Martin’s ap- 
proval, that body, as well as the 
House being controlled by the 
Administration party. 

In announcing that the bills 
have his approval, Gov.

TRENTON, N. J.—A bill to re- 
duce New Jersey automobile regis- 
tration fees to a flat $8 annually, 
replacing present rates which vary 
according to horsepower from 
about $10 to $20, and to cut the 
annual cost of driver’s licenses 
from $3 to $1, has been introduced 
in the state legislature here by 
Assemblyman Merrill H. Thomp- 
son, Monmouth Republican. 

The present charges would be 
cut 50 percent under a bill intro- 
duced by Assemblyman David 
Young, Morris Republican.

Rural Traffic Drops 487% 
Throughout Country 


WASHINGTON. Traffic on rural 
roads was off 48 percent in the 
newly-rationed area and 49 percent 
in the eastern rationed area in 
December compared with the same 
month a year ago, according to 
counts of more than 500 “electric 
eye” recorders, announced last 
week by Public Roads Administra- 
tion of Federal Works Agency. The 
counts were reported by 43 state 
highway departments. 

Traffic on 58 toll facilities in the 
newly-rationed area decreased 35 
percent in December and 9 percent 
in November, compared with the 
corresponding months a _ year 
earlier, The December decrease on 
22 toll facilities from Maine to 
Florida was 19 percent. 

The decrease in passenger cars 
in December on the Pennsylvania 
Turnpike and on Fleetwood Via- 
duct, Westchester County, New 
York, was more than 70 percent. 
Truck and bus traffic on the Turn- 
pike decreased only 9 percent. 

The 49 percent decline in traffic 
on rural roads in the East in 
December compares with declines 
of about 42 percent the previous 
two months, and is accounted for 
in part by the elimination of

Off Only 2% 


SALEM, Ore.—A total of 425,777 
motor vehicles were registered in 
Oregon during 1942, according to 
Secretary of State Robert Farrel 


jr. This represents a decrease of 
2.56 percent from the 1941 registra- 
tion. < 
Registration fees, however, in- 
creased from $3,304,389 in 1941 to 
$3,352,722 in ’42, due to the greater 
number of buses and diesel-fueled 
vehicles in operation. 

Registrations for 1942 included 
341,367 passenger cars compared 
with 353,213 in 1941, a decrease of 
11,846 vehicles. Light truck regis- 
tration increased from 35,140 in 
’41 to 35,334 in 42 while number of 
heavy trucks decreased from 43,193 
to 42,907.

LA CROSSE, Wis.—Kenneth  V. 
Dahl has opened the Dahl Motors Co. 
here, handling Ford, Mercury, Lin- 
coln Zephyr and Ford trucks. The 
firm also operates Ford dealerships in 
Oshkosh, Wis., Davenport, Ia., Utica, 
N. Y., and Allentown, Pa. 
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Christmas pleasure-driving, the re- 
duced value of gas coupons, and 
the weekend gasoline “freeze” 
order late in the month, Public 
Roads Administration stated. 

The 48 percent decline in the 
newly-rationed area compares with 
decreases of about 23 percent in 
previous months, and is also ex- 
plained in part by the elimination 
of Christmas pleasure-driving. 

Twenty-eight traffic-recorder sta- 
tions in Texas, for example, showed 
average weekly traffic of about 
83,000 vehicles just before the 1941 
Christmas week, compared with 
about 115,000 during Christmas 
week that year. In 1942, however, 
pre-Christmas travel averaged 
about 51,000 vehicles a week, while 
Christmas-week travel totaled 
about 55,000 vehicles. 

The 48 percent decline in the 
newly-rationed area may also have 
been due in part to a psychological 
reaction on the part of motorists 
subjected for the first time to ra- 
tioning, Public Roads Administra- 
tion said. 

This same excessive reaction to 
the first few weeks of rationing 
seems to have occurred in the 
East. During the last two weeks 
of May when rationing first began, 
the decline was 45 percent. In 
June, however, motorists appar- 
ently had accustomed themselves 
to their allotment of gasoline and 
the decline was only 38 percent. 

That people in the newly-rationed 
area may all have filled their tanks 
and possibly stored some gasoline 
just previous to nationwide ration- 
ing in December is suggested by 
Public Roads Administration on 
the basis of figures on sales of 
taxed gallonage of motor fuel also 
released and traffic-volume _§sta- 
tistics for November. 

Gasoline sales in this area largely 
in November were only about 1 
percent less than those of a year 
ago, whereas monthly sales each 
of the previous four months were 
13 to 21 percent less than in the 
corresponding period a year earlier. 

In the eastern ‘rationed area, 
gasoline sales reported for a 30- 
day period generally coinciding 
with November were 22 percent 
less than in November, 1941. Cor- 
responding reductions reported for 
previous months were 29 percent 
in October, 29 percent in Septem- 
ber, 39 percent in August, and 25 
percent in July. 

Nationwide sales were 10 per- 
cent less in November.

While the plans will differ widely 
from area to area, all of them mus 
observe the following hiri 
policies: 

1. Workers are to be referred t4 
jobs which will utilize their skills 
most effectively in the war effort; 

2. Priority in referring worker 
shall be given to employers en- 
gaged in essential activities, in the 
order of the urgency of their.ae 
tivities, provided their labor needs 
cannot be met.by more effective 
utilization of workers already 
ployed in their plants; 

3. A worker whose present o 
most recent job has been in@h™ 
essential activity can be hired only 
for work in another essential activ@je™ 
ity, and then only when the worker” 
has a_ statement of availability, 
from his latest employer or fro 
the War Manpower Commission: 

4, Hiring and referral of workers 
shall be based on _ occupationa 
qualifications essential for the per- 
formance of the job and withou 
discrimination on account of race 
color, creed, sex, or national origin, 
except as required by laws relating

Army, Industry Devise 


Service Standards 


DETROIT. — Maintenance of 
Army transport and combat ve- 
hicles in the field, one of the most 
pressing problems of this motorized 
war, will be simplified in the im- 
mediate future through the es- 
tablishment of “standard operating 
practices,” knowledge of which will 
permit newly-trained Army me- 
chanics to handle a maximum of 
repair work with a minimum of 
skill. 

Establishment of standard main- 
tenance instructions on 60 of the 
component parts of military trucks, 
the writing of a dictionary on 
maintenance nomenclature and the 
cross-indexing of repair parts num- 
bers are jobs getting under way 
now On an emergency basis. 

Following recent meetings in 
Detroit and at the Army’s truck 
maintenance laboratory at Hola- 
bird, Md., between Ordnance of- 
ficers and members of the military 
vehicles division of the Automo- 
tive Council for War Production, 


Tank-Automotive 
Center to Include 


Maintenance Div. 


DETROIT.—Enlargement of the 
Ordnance department Tank-Auto- 
motive Center in Detroit by a 
further transfer of activity from 
the Office of the Chief of Ordnance 
in Washington, was announced last 
week by Brig. Gen. A. R. Glancy, 
hief of the Center. He received 
notification to that effect from the 
Chief of Ordnance, Maj. Gen. Levin 
H. Campbell jr., in Washington. 

The Maintenance branch of 
Tank-Automotive Center with its 
chief, Col. S. E. Reimel, will take 
over the control of the 17 Ord- 
nance base shops for repair and 
maintenance, tools and equipment 
for repair shops both fixed and 
mobile, and the preparation of 
manuals of instruction on mainte- 
nance and repair. These activities

Gen. Campbell’s order for the 
transfer followed closely his visit

weeks ago when he conferred with 
Gen. Glancy and Brig.

tions of the Center since it was 
created last October. 

Gen. Glancy stated that about 
2000 individuals would transfer 
from Washington to Detroit by the 
end of February.

practice for the service mainte- 
nance of that component.

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Relief Expected Soon 
On Delivery Rules 


WASHINGTON. — Recommenda- 
tions for changes in WPB order 
M-216-a, establishing standard de- 
livery operations to be performed 
on new automobiles and trucks 
prior to delivery, were presented 
to the Motor Vehicle Conservation 
committee of the War Production 
Board last week by a committee of 
automobile dealers, representing 
only themselves and not any or- 
ganization, in conformity with 
WPB rules in such matters. 


While a decision, of course, could 
not well be handed down immedi- 
ately, the WPB committee was 
sufficiently impressed to indicate 
that the effective date of M-126-a 
would be postponed from Feb. 15 
to March 15. 

The dealer delegation included 
L. Clarke Cargile, of Texarkana, 
Ark.; E. G. Fitzhenry, of Wor- 
cester, Mass., and Chas, B. Robert- 
son jr., of Richmond, Va. They 
were accompanied by M. G. Brown, 
service manager of the Capitol 
Cadillac Co., Washington, in the 
capacity of service expert. 


Cargile acted as spokesman for 
the delegation. His presentation 
follows: 

“Before we take up the specific 
recommendations we desire the 
privilege of making the following 
comments: 

“1. We recognize that the War 
Production Board is concerned 
primarily with production and that 
it is natural for them to think of 
the automobile industry as being 
represented largely by the auto- 
mobile manufacturers. We respect- 
fully submit that there are today 
no automobile manufacturers and 
that the automobile industry now 
consists of parts makers and auto- 
mobile dealers. 

“Although, we recognize that 
conservation must be the governing 
factor, we wish to remind you that 
the delivery allowance made in 
Price Schedule No, 85 was deter- 
mined when an entirely different 
schedule of operations was con- 
templated and that much of this 
allowance has already been dissi- 
pated by duplications in mainte- 
nance operations, finally crystalized 
in Order M-216. 

“We suggest that it is proper to 
take into consideration the very 
serious shortage of mechanics in 
every part of the country and that 
this fact justifies extreme effort to 
avoid every mandatory operation 
possible. 

“We especially request consid- 
eration of an amendment of 
‘General Instructions,’ paragraph 
1 and 2, and Items 1 to 18 
‘Standard Delivery Operations,’ 
as they may apply to cars being 
sold by one dealer to another. 
The distribution of cars through- 
out the country is very spotted, 
and a measure of relief is being 
obtained by promoting an ex- 
change or sale which makes for 
better distribution, thus promot- 
ing effective and orderly ration- 


General Instructions 


“We prapene that paragraph 2 under 
‘Genera nstructions’ be revised to 
eo that a vehicle may be towed 
y crane without regard to ony. of the 
requirements under ‘Standard Delivery 
Operations’ other than Item 1, but if 
car be towed by a lose linkage, then 
Paragraph 1 and Paragraph F under 
Item 2 
‘“‘We propose that a speed limit of 
20 miles per hour be imposed on cars 
being towed by crane or otherwise. 
We ropose that paragraph 1 be 
amended to provide that dealers may 
move cars on their own power to their 
shops for performance of ‘Standard De- 
livery Operations,’ except that Item 1, 
A and B, Item 2, E and F should be 
performed before car is moved. 
“Those dealers handling cars on 
which the break drum is welded to 
the rear axle will oftimes find it diffi- 
cult to remove the axle and drum in 
the space available. The damage to 
be done by rust within the brake in 
the short distance the car may travel 
from place of storage to dealers’ shop 
would be negligible. The same re- 
marks may well be applied to items 
covered by paragraphs B, C, D and G. 
“Item 3: D_We propose that D be 
amended to provide that the one-half 
pint of engine oil be mixed with the 
gasoline before it is placed in the tank 
in order that it may not settle at the 
bottom where fuel line is usually 
connected. 
“Item 5: A—We prepese that this 
aragraph be revised to provide that 
n the event oil soaked rags have been 
laced on valves, valve covers and rags 
S removed. We suggest that the re- 


should be included. 


quirement for removing all valve 
covers be eliminated, because we can 
see no need for removing valve covers 
on those cars which do not have valve 
adjustments, unless there is evidence 
of sticking valve or some other valve 
trouble. e recommend that the ob- 
ectives desired in Item 5 be obtained 

y amendment to Paragraph F of Item 
8 to provide that, if the 30-second 
cranking of the motor by starter re- 
veals a fault in valve mechanism, same 
should be corrected. 

“Item 8: B—We question the neces- 
sity of removing the oil pan, although 
we have heard of one case where 
sludge had accumulated, but of many 
cases where there was none. We are 
now making a factual survey ‘which 
we hope will be completed in time to 
be presented orally. We propose that 
the crank case should receive one-half 
charge of flushing oil. 


“E.—We recommend that this para- 
graph be amended to provide that 
either a fully-charged battery meet- 
ing the specifications of the order or 
a fully-charged battery that has been 
maintained according to the specifica- 
tions of M-216 be placed in the car. 


‘“‘“G—We propose that paragraphs L 
and M be included in paragraph G, be- 
cause these parts should be checked 
while motor is cold. 


‘“‘H—We propose that the motor shall 
be run on its own power a few sec- 
onds after all of the drainable flushing 
oil has been recovered in order that 
flushing oil in _——— oil lines, etc., 
may be removed. 

“I—Engine oil filters of seal type are 
now available, but we propose that 
this paragraph be amended now so 
that if these filters later become un- 
available, there will be no delay in car 
deliveries. Replaceable elements now 
available are not suitable according to 
the belief or opinion of some car 
manufacturers. ome manufacturers 
have ordered all dealers to remove all 
filters already installed. If it is the 
purpose of this requirement to avoid 
risk of accumulating harmful elements 
in the filters during the course of 
conditioning the car, we propose that 
the dealer be permitted to either by- 
pass the filter in such a way as he may 
contrive or to remove filter element 
from car if he is unable to by-pass it. 

“Item 10: C—We propose that re- 
verse flushing of radiators should not 
be required in the case of those cars 
whose manufacturers have specifically 
recommended against this practice. 

“‘D—We propose that the dealers 

should not be required to place anti- 
freeze in the engine but follow the 
customary practice of the industry of 
putting anti-freeze in cars if purchased 
by consumer. 
_ “Items 12 and 13: We submit that it 
is not to be expected that any changes 
will occur in the features covered by 
the requirements of Items 12 and 13. 
merely because these cars had been in 
storage for some time, but that these 
features would be found in the same 
condition as when the car was received 
from the manufacturer. 

“Item 16: A—We propose that the 
second road test be not required unless 
deficiency is revealed by first road 
test and the second road test is 
necessary to determine if proper 
corrections have been made. 

“Item 17: H—We propose that the 
‘if available’ be added to the require- 
ments for replacing rubber seal strips.

DETROIT. — Because of the 
peril to transportation, the War 
department is seeking to have 
all truck drivers, mechanics and 
other transportation personnel 
frozen in their present jobs, it 
was learned last week. War 
Manpower Commission also has 
been asked to defer these men 
from the draft. 

Loss of experienced truck 
drivers to the Army and other 
war jobs, and the substitution 
of inexperienced drivers, has re- 
sulted in numerous accidents 
and disablement of equipment, 
threatening a collapse in the 
transport system, it was pointed 
out. It is thought that any 
freeze might apply only to cer- 
tain localities.

labor on his car. 


However, it remains to be seen whether 


a sufficient number of customers will approve overtime 
charges to permit a service shop to operate the full eight 
hours extra each week, without considerable losses to 


the dealer. 


A clear-cut policy on this matter is expected 


before the March 31 deadline. 


OPA Regulations 
Now Permit 


Used Tire Loans 


DETROIT.—Relaxed tire ration- 
ing regulations, to relieve “sore 
spots,” was announced last week by 
OPA. 

The amendments make it per- 
missible for dealers and individuals 
to lend used tires under certain 
circumstances, authorize special 
mud and snow tires in some in- 
stances, make tires available for 
house trailers on a limited scale 
and allow necessary spares for 
farm, industrial and non-highway 
vehicles. 

Under the rulings, a dealer or 
individual may lend a tire to re- 
place temporarily either a repair- 
able tire delivered to a dealer for 
repair or recapping; to move a 
wrecked or disabled vehicle to 
safety; to move a repossessed ve- 
hicle to storage; to move automo- 
biles from one sales premises to 
another, and to move house trail- 
ers to a site for housing. 

The lender must keep a record 
of the serial numbers of both the 
loaner and the tire it temporarily 
replaces, the date of the loan and 
the address of the borrower. 

The loaners must be returned 
within three days after the purpose 
for which it was loaned has been 
accomplished. 


Truck Releases 
1,406 in Week 


WASHINGTON.—A total of 1,406 
vehicles was released under the 
truck rationing program during 
the week ending Feb. 6, WPB’s 
automotive division announces. 
Civilian users received 288 light, 
637 medium, and 275 heavy trucks, 
195 trailers and 11 miscellaneous 
vehicles. 

Since the rationing program be- 
came effective last March, a total 
of 103,604 vehicles of all types has 
been released. This includes 23,189 
light, 54,935 medium, and 12,813 
heavy trucks; 7,510 trailers, and 
5,157 miscellaneous vehicles,

AKRON.—General Tire & Rub- 
ber Co. has entered into a contract 
with the government to operate a 
synthetic rubber plant in Texas, 
it is announced by William O’Neil, 
president. 

The new plant is already under 
construction, 2nd General Latex 
and Chemical Corp., Cambridge, 
Mass., will be associated with Gen- 
eral Tire in the operation of the 
plant.
